Seed Grain For 
Spring Crops To 
Be Distributed 


Seed grain for apring crops in Al- 
berta will be distributed to farmers 
within the next day or so, accord- 
ing to Hon. W. N. Chant, min‘ster 
of agriculture. This distribution 
will be under an agreement be- 
tween the Dominion and provincial 
governments whereby $1,600,000 
will be expended in provision of 
seed 


The minister stated that provision 
of seed grain advances to farmers 
on mortgaged farms, with the mort- 
gage in good shape, is the respon- 
sibility of the mortgage companies. 

He said that this was the stand he 
had taken all along and this was the 
understanding with the Dominion 
government, 

In cases where the mortgage was 
not in good shape or the company 
was unable to finance the advance, 
then the Dominion-Provincial agree- 
ment would provide for it. 

Applications from  necessitous 
farmers must be first approved by 
municipal councils and then en- 
dorsed by government field men.

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TEACHERS’ PAY 

If the salary question occupied a good deal 
of attention at the convention of Alberta teach- 
ers last week, the reasons for this were made 
plain here were complaints and protests on 
two grounds; that the minimum salary sect by 
law is not being generally adhered to; and that 
teachers are in a very large number of cases 
not being paid at all regularly. 

Both of these developments are, of course, 
traceable to the prolonged depression, which hit 
the rural school taxpayers particularly hard 
But knowing how the conditions came about 
does not help the unpaid teacher to get along, 
nor encourage the under-paid teacher to stay in 
the profession and try to better his proficiency. 
Both are subjects with which the legislature 
should have dealt two or three years ago, and 
which it cannot continue to disregard without 
doing further injustice to the teachers and 
undermining the standard of the schools. 

On the first score the convention was told the 
department Jast year dealt with 4,000 applica- 
tions from school boards for permission to em- 
ploy teachers at less than the legal minimum 
Which means there cannot have been many 
teachers drawing the minimum or more than 
that. For in 1935 there were only 3,449 school 
districts operating, with a total of 5,815 rooms. 
Obviously the minimum did not mean much 
last year, and it cannot be meaning much more 
now. In four out of five cases it was, and 
probably still is, not being paid 

For that it is idle to blame the teachers, as 
there has been some attempt to do. The teacher 
has to live, and in most cases has to take what 
offers for his or her services. Confronted by a 
school board with the choice of accepting a sub- 
standard salary or not getting the school, there 
is no mystery about what the applicant teacher 
wil] do. + 

This is a matter for the legislature to deal 
with. If the minimum is too high it should be 
lowered, in order to make compliance possible. 
If it is not too high, some arrangement should 
be made by which the school boards can finance 
times improve and the

The same applies to the question of non-pay- 
ment of salaries. The last report issued by the 
department stated “A serious condition has 
arisen in some school districts, particularly those 
in homesteading areas. The trustees have been 
attempting to operate largely on government 
grants and for various reasons either did not, or 
could not, press tax collections. The result now 
is that they are in debt to as many as three or 
four teachers, and the grant being paid propor- 
tionately to these creditor teachers in accord- 
ance with the School act, there is little cash 
available for the person at present in charge of 
the school or for current expenses. This situa- 
tion cannot continue indefinitely.” 

But it is continuing. And however con- 
ditions may improve, the “mess” cannot clear 
away automatically in less than two or perhaps 
three years. 

Here again the legislature should step into 
the picture. Some scheme of increased grants, 
special grants, or guarantees of credit, should be 
adopted whereby the boards will be able to pay 
salaries as they are earned. 

With all respect to technical opinion, these 
very practical questions of teachers’ pay are 
of more direct and vital importance to the 
schools and the school children of Alberta than 
any revising of the courses of study, consolida- 
tion of school districts, or changes in the methods 
of teaching. Contented and interested teachers 
make good schools under any system, and neth- 
ing else can do it. 

The legislature should do something about 
these matters.

Treatment Of Sinus 


Trouble 


Bu DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In my previous article I explained that 
chronic catarrh often accompanies chronic sinus 
trouble. The principal cause of catatrh and of 
chronic sinus trouble is a systemic toxemia and 
when this is present, the blood stream will carry 
sufficient toxic material to the sinus cavities to 
cause the mucous membrane 
lining them to be continually 
irritated and congested. 

The fundamental cause is 
a constitutional cause, that is, 
a_cause coming from the blood 
Which serves the nose and its 
accessory cavities. These in- 
4 ner causes produce the soil in 

xX Ks which disease-producing bac- 
Dr. F. McCoy teria will multiply. The prim- 
ary cause establishes a suitable soil and the sec- 
ondary cause is the invasion of the membrane 
by bacteria. In the treatment of sinus trouble, 
the removal of the systemic cause must come 
first. . 
Neither the nose nor the accessory cavities 
which open off of it, like small caves opening off 
of a larger cave, can be considered as separate 
from the rest of the body. In looking for the 
real reason why sinus trouble develops we must 
look for those faulty habits of living which cre- 
ate the underlying toxemia. 

Eating incorrectly; constipation; insufficient 
exercise; and not enough sleep, fresh air and 
sunshine, must all be considered potential causes 
of sinus trouble inasmuch as they create a toxic 
blood stream. Once this toxemia is established, 
the resistance of the patient inevitably becomes 
lowered, and in this loss of resistance the sinus 
cavity may lose its natural immunity to disease. 


In any treatment designed to relieve per- 
manently the sinus inflammation the first 
thought of the patient must be to get the blood 
back to its clean healthy state. With the re- 
moval of these toxic irritants from the blood 
itself, the mucous membrane lining the sinus 
which is chronically inflamed will tend to re- 
turn to a normal, healthy state. 

The treatment which I have found to be most 
satisfactory is the fasting and dieting treatment. 
The dietetic restrictions are the same as those I 
would suggest in overcoming catarrh, and the 
most important foods to avoid for the time be- 
ing, are starches, sugars and milk. The patient 
must use an abundance of the non-starchy veg- 
etables for the purpose of increasing alkalinity. 

Those measures which will improve the 
functioning of the vital organs are to be enrour- 
aged and regular exercise, sufficient rest, and 
exposure to plenty of sunshine, are excellent. 
If natural sunlight is not available, then general 
body treatments given with the ultra violet ray 
will prove a good substitute. Experience has 
demonstrated that sunshine, fresh air, exercise, 
sleep and right diet tend to raise the resistance 
of the body and in this process, the sinuses are 
bound to receive their share of benefit. 

Local treatments may be used to supplement 
the systemic treatment, consisting of local ultra 
violet ray treatments and the use of mild an- 
tiseptic washes te provide better drainage and 
such treatments may hurry along recovery. but 
the chief treatment must always be that which 
removes the real cause. The only exceptions 
are found in those cases due to injury of the 
nose, mechanical interference, or in those cases 
where the antrum in the cheekbone is affected 
because of an abcess occurring at the roots of 
certain teeth. 

In the average case, the combination of sys- 
temic treatment and local treatment will be all 
that is needed to clear up the sinus trouble com- 
pletely.

Race Rocks on the Canadian side of the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca—the route enemy warships 
must teke to reach Victoria and Vancouver— 
are to be fortified. They will be miniature Gib- 
raltars and much harder to hit. There are hun- 
dreds of these rocky islets, round which the 
tide sweeps at the full ebb and flow at a speed 
of ten miles an hour. 

A fishing skipper gave me a hair-raising 
story a few days ago of beating down the west 
coast of Vancouver Island with a load of fish 
last fall, in dense fog. Two lighthouses at the 
entrance to the Strait are equipped with fog- 
horns. For a couple of hours he beat about in 
the fast rushing water trying to pick up the 
sound of the horns. He nearly ran ashore before 
sighting one lighthouse whose keeper was econ- 
omizing on the power that operates the fog- 
horn. He found himself among the Race Rocks 
before either light or horn were turned on, His 
theory is that his whistle blowing for aid had 
interrupted a bridge game. 

This doesn’t mean that you will go short of 
lighthouse service if you are a passenger on a 
big liner inbound or even on a freighter equip- 
ped with radio. These vessels radio their need 
for service ahead. It’s only the fishing craft that 
cannot signal their negds ahead that have to 
take chances on whether the light is burning or 
the horn sounding in foggy weather. Any en- 
emy warship wil! suffer risks if it tries to enter 
the Strait without lighthouse aid, apart from 
any damage that concealed guns on Race Rocks 
may cccas.on. 


Tenders are called for two mine-sweepers 
for the Pacific coast—as well as for two on the 
Atlantic. Ottawa is wakening up to the dangers 
of war on the Pacific in which Canada may be- 
come involved. 

Before the Great War, naval big-wigs rather 
scorned the fishing craft as nuisances. Before 
the war was far advanced they learned that the 
safety of their naval craft as well as the safety 
of the merchant marine, depended on the cour- 
age and skill of the fishing skippers and their 
men who manned the mine-sweeping trawlers 
and swept up the dangerous mine-fields. Both 
Lord Jellicoe and Lord Beatty, as well as many 
another distinguished officer, placed themselves 
on record in appreciation of the patience, hard 
work and pluck of the fishermen. ‘For months 
on end, day and night, these hardy men with 
their sturdy little ships faced bad weather, mon- 
otony and occasional] shell-fire in their hazard- 
ous work. Some of the trawler fights against 
submarines of superior armament will go down 
in the annals of brave combat at sea. 

Fighting was little more dangerous than the 
work of sweeping up the mines from the sea- 
lanes. Ask any naval officer and he wil: tel) 
you that without the gallant trawlers and their 
crews, it would have been impossible to have 
carried on the War to a successful conclusion. 

The wisdom now is seen of those who agit- 
ated years ago to wrest back the coastal] fisher- 
ies from the Japanese of British Columbia.

Receive Daily Care

My impression from the discus- 
sion was that the loan was made 
with the best of intentions and that 
there were strong grounds for mak- 
ing it, but that there was much about 
it thet would not commend itself to 
the average run of business men. It 
is in the public interest that all such 
matters should be fully ventilated 
and Mr. Manning would have been 
much better advised to have agreed 
to its reference to the Agricultural 
Committee. That action would have 
allayed adverse criticism.

Mr. Bowlen again complained that 
information asked for early in the 
session is being delayed.

A bill appropriating $150,000 for 
pest control was introduced by Hon.

The bill is 
strongly supported by most social 
workers but is opposed on religious 
grounds in some sections. 
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A bill to amend the Legislative 
Assembly Act was advanced to third 
reading piloted by Mr. Hartley Sev- 
eral members of the house are store- 
keepers and have technically but 
not wilfully jeopardized their seats 
by filling relief orders, The bil) will 
regularize what has been inaavert- 
ently done and will permit mem- 
bers to fil) such orders in future.

It was reported Monday night the

ACTION NEEDED 
TO LIFT HEAVY 
TARIFF BURDEN 


Need of immediate action to 
lighten the crippling burden im- 
posed upon Western Canada by the 
tariff-protected interests of East- 
ern provinces and advisability of 
increasing the farmer's purchasing 
power by giving him an annual fed- 
eral subsidy of $200 were stressed 
by R. V. MacCosham in an address 
before the Kiwanis Club Monday 
on “What's Wrong With Alberta.” 

“Alberta, a province created and 
sponsored in 1905 with every hope 
of success, is today both a financial 
and economic wreck. Its major 
disability is too much salt in the 
soup, It is the,salt of Canadian 
tariff that is gradually cutting the 
nation and rapidly, yes very rap- 
idly, the throat of Alberta,” re- 
marked the former Chamber of 
Commerce president. 

The prairie provinces are forced 
to pay a yearly tribute of about 
$500,000,000 to the vested interests 
of eastern Canada, sheltered be- 
hind massive tariff walls, he 
charged. 

“Eastern Canada buys meagerly 
of our surplus, which finds its 
great sale in the world market 
where we are paid in a world dol- 
lar. This dollar, when returned to 
Alberta, is sent east to pay for 
high tariff, interest, and other 
charges of a protectionist econ- 
omy.” 

Agriculture is the mainstay of the 
west, and it would be extremely ad- 
visable to have a federal subsidy 
granted to it. He suggested that 
this $200 yearly grant be paid di- 
rectly to each farmer, and levied 
on a per capita basis. In that way 
Eastern Canada would make partial 
restitution for the exactions it has 
wrung from the Western Canadian 
farmer by its mischievious tariff 
policies, 

This money would stimulate all 
business, he stressed, because it 
would go into active and immedi- 
ate consumption.
